SECTION 1. That the judge of probate ot" the county

Eamsey shall have full and complete jurisdiction of said
administrators and estate.

SEC. 2., That the administrators of the estate of Joseph
K.. Browu, deceased, when appointed in accordance with
section one (1) of thia act, and qualified and executed
^on^8 *n accordance with law, arc hereby authorized and
empowered to sell and convey all the real estate of said
deceased in the state of Minnesota, at private sale, upon
such terms as they may deem expedient ; Provided, That
such sales shall be approved by the probate judge of: the
county of Ramsey, auch approval to be endorsed upon the
deed of conveyapce.

SEC. 3. This act atiall take effect and be in force
effect. from and after its passage.
